The racket- 
eer, who several European coun- 
tries recently refused to accept 
as a tourist, was pronounced in 
grave danger of death. He had 
bullet wounds in the chest, ab- 
domen and scalp. 


The largest group of detectives 


and police ever assigned to a 
shooting sought Jacob Gains- 
berg, manager of the hotel, who 
was the first to run to Diamond's 
aid. He called a doctor and 
then strangely faded out of the 
picture. P9lice later announced 
they had located him and he 
had, promised to return 
for 


questioning. 


Detectives also sought -and 


found Miss Marian Roberts, de- 
scribed as- a show girl. Police 
said she had occupied room 831, 
adjoining 829, in which Diamond 
was shot. 


The shooting bore many simi- 


larities to the slaying two years 
ago in of near the Park Central 
hotel of Arnold Rothstein, 
Broadway gambler whom Dia- 
mond once served as a body- 
guard. 


Police had a theory that Dia- 


mond may have been shot while 
holding a conference in his 
room. But there are many the- 
ories, including a rumor that 
Diamond, Larry Fay and Ownie 
Madden had been marked for 
extinction Ay the Capone mob of 
Chicago. *

Brooklyn Bridge, Dean of Spans, 
Never has Met Army Specification 


By POSTER B. HAILEY 


(Associated Press Writer.' 


New York, (A.P.)—For 47 years 


and 6,016 feet it has stretched 
from Park row across the fish 
markets of lower Manhattan and 
the oily waters of the East riv- 
er to the flats of Brooklyn. 


"Harp of God" a writer once 


called it; Its more prosaic name 
is "Brooklyn bridge." 


In many ways the great steel 


span is like a harp. Its' cables 
sing as the fingers of the wind 
pluck at them. They grow taut 
as a loaded elevated train places 
a heavy foot on its center stop. 
They relax under the warm sun 
of summer and tighten again in 
winter. 


In winter its cables contract, 


pulling its center span two and' a 
half feet higher above the water 
in January than in July. 


It is a machine, requiring con- 


stant oiling. A man is always on 
the bridge, quick to report any 
unusual change in its unordered 
movement. 


The bridge was opened in May, 


1883, as a toll bridge—10 cents 
for each vehicle—and so it re- 
mained until 1912. For years, un- 


til other and longer suspensior 
bridges were built, it was th 
eighth wonder of the modern 
world. It cost $25,000,000. 


The annual upkeep is arounc 


$250,000. The rental for elevate* 
trains and surface cars, am 
from cable companies who string 
their wires across its spans, bit 
en earns more than the upkee] 
cost, however—in 1928 there'wk. 
a credit balance of $30,000. 


At the center Brooklyn bridg 


rises 133 feet above mean high 
water in the summer, and twi 
feet and a half more in the win 
ter.

The bridge has never met ariny 


specifications as to its heigh 
above the- water. It was- sup 
posed to be 135 feet, but the ca 
oles slipped in the saddles on 
the towers while it was unde: 
C9nstruction and let it down two 
feet. It couldn't, of course, be 
torn down and built over, so the 
specifications were changed.

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THE WAR ON BLINDNESS 


The flat statement that the world's blind popu- 


lation, variously estimated at between 3,000,000 
and 6,000,000, could be cut in half within a gen- 
eration if 1£e right kind of effort were made, is 
one of the most encouraging things to come from 
the annual meeting of the International Associa- 
tion for the Prevention of Blindness; now con- 
vening in Brussels. 


This statement was made by Lewis H. Carris, 


managing director of the American Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness. Mr. Carris ampli- 
fied his prediction by going into the following 
details: 


•In the United States, thousands of babies 


have been spared a life-time of blindness 
.hrough state laws adopted in recent years com- 
pelling physicians and midwives to wash the eyes 
of every new-born infant with a prophylactic 
olution, as a safeguard against ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 


"Each year more and more of those American 


chool children who suffer from defective vision 
re provided with special sight conservation 
classes in which they have an opportunity for a 


normal education,, white particular attention is 
paid to their visual handicap. This is accomp- 
lished by means of textbooks in large type,, care- 
ful lighting arrangements) 
special- teaching 


methods and so on. Such children are guided, 
into vocations which do not involve eye fatigue. 


"The danger of eye accidents in industrial oc- 


cupations is constantly increasing because of the 
continuous addition of new and highly compli- 
cated machinery in factories, mills and offices. 
In the United States approximately 15 per cent 
of the blind are so as: the result of industrial ac- 
cidents. The American National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness has the co-operation' of 
both employers and labor unions in striving to 
selves the problems of these hazards." 


This speech indicates-the main,methods of ap- 


proach to the problem in this country. Abroad, 
as Mr. Carris points out, the disease trachoma, 
rare in the United States, is the greatest single 
cause of blindness. That, of course, is a matter 
for the physicians. But enough has been said to 
show that the campaign against blindness is- a 
fight in which all can share. It represents one 
of the great humanitarian movements of the age.
